And a circular from the Warden of the United Counties of 
Huron and Bruce, praying that an act be passed at the next ses- 
sion of Parliament to legalize the assessment and imposition of 
taxes upon certain lands that have been sold for taxes, when the 
purchase money was partially paid to make valid the sale. 


And the form of a petition from Northumberland and Durham 
praying the Legislature to allow a more reasonable compensation. 
to members of County Councils in the discharge of onerous 
duties imposed upon them as such. 


All which were referred to committee on petitions. 


On the motion of Mr. Crow the Council went into committee 
of the whele on the second reading of a By-Law to repeal 
By-Law 205, and to make other provisions in lieu thereof. Mr. 
Crow in the chair—Council resumed—chairman reported—By- 
Law read in committee without amendment. 


Moved by Mr. Crow and seconded by Mr. Clark,—That a 
By-Law to repeal By-Law 205, and to make other provisions in 
lieu thereof, be now read a third time and passed.— Carried. 


Moved-by Mr. Grover and seconded by Mr. Birdsall,—That 
this Council order that planks be furnished to finish the planking’ 
the bridge at Hastings, as the Counties of Northumberland and 
Durham have covered one half the bridge, and that this motion 
be referred to committee on Roads and Bridges.— Carried.

The inspector has required the tearing down of the the West 
wall, and moving the cells from where they now stand ; also, 
putting in a new tier of cells butting on the former one. 


Your committee are of opinion that were the cells and cell 
walls torn down, together with the West wall, that the roof and 
remainder of the puilding would either fall or become so much 
damaged as to be useless; also, there is not sufficient room in 
the present Jail to construct the improvements ordered by the 
Inspector.

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Taking these facts into consideration, your cemmittee think it 
would be more economical and that more and better accommo- 
dation would be obtained by constructing a new building to the 
South of the old one, with a row of cells butting against the cells 
now there ; and further recommend that T. F. Nichol, County 
Engineer, prepare at once a plan of the proposed improvements 
and deliver it to the Clerk of this Council to forward to the Prison 


Inspector for approval. 


Your committee have carefully examined the new Registry 
Office and the papers connected therewith, and report that when 
a slight alteration is made to the hangings of the iron window 
shutters, that in their opinion the office is perfectly safe and a 
good fire-proof and sufficient building, and that your committee 
cannot recommend any additions thereto.

That all the action taken in the matter was in December last, 
at a meeting of this Council, when a special committee appointed 
for the purpose recommended a certain sum as the basis of settle- 
ment between the Counties. 


That in these circumstances no certain sum having been fixed 
on and agreed to by the said Councils, as to the indebtedness of 
Victoria, and your Memorialists have not been informed that any 
provision whatever has been made by the Junior County, as 
required by the Municipal Act, for the payment of such intebted- 
ness.

APPENDIX. 


WARDEN’S ADDRESS. 


To the Municipal Council of the County of Peterborough, 
GENTLEMEN, | 


My object in calling you together at this time is for the purpose 
of bringing before you some matters of importance that I conceive 
should haye your consideration earlier than the ordinary meeting 
in June. 


The Clerk of the Council handed me a letter from Colonel 
Haultain, M. P. P., for this County, calling the attention of the 
Warden and Council to the fact that in consequence of injurious 
reports received by the Government, respecting the lands in the 
rear of this County, they were noi willing to grant any funds for. 
further improvements until it is shown that the lands recently sur- 
veyed are suitable for agricultural purposes. I think there is no 
doubt that the reports alluded to have arisen in consequence of a 
letter published in the Quebec Chronicle of the 16th of February 
last, over the signature of Allan Gilmour of Quebec, addressed to 
the Honorable the Commissioner of Crown Lands. Under ordi- 
nary circumstances it would not perhaps be advisable to bring 
newspaper communications before you, but in this case the subject 
matter of the article, with the position and influence of the writer, 
makes it a matter deserving your careful attention, and especially 
when taken in connection with a Memorial sent by this Council 
to the Government, complaining of persons said to be in the 
employment of the writer of the letter being allowed to hold 
lands in the new Townships in this County, without becoming 
actual settlers. I have been pleased to see that letter has been 
replied to by W. 8. Conger, Esq., and M. P. Hayes, Esq., Agent 
for the Hastings Road. Both of these gentlemen are . well 
acquainted with the subject, and I have no doubt that their state- 
ments will produce a good result. You have also members of 
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the Council who reside in the rear Townships lately surveyed, 
who will furnish such information as will enable you to satisfy 
the Government that a large portion of the lands are suitable for 
settlement, and will repay any outlay that may be incurred in 
making the necessary improvements to open up the same, believ- 
ing from the statements of persons who have been in the interior 
that there is land suitable for farming purposes, where the sons 
of the residents of the ‘older Townships, and also a large portion 
of the emigration that may be expected to arrive during the 
present year, can find homes. I take it to be the duty of the 
Council to do all they can to’encourage the settlement of the 
County, and make it what nature designed it to be, with its vast 
water power, one of the best in the Province. 


It appears that application has been made to the Government 
asking them to cause a re-survey of some portions of the Town- 
ships “of Harvey and Burleigh. This they refuse to do; but are 
willing to aid the County in making the same, in proportion to. 
the amount of lands still held by the Crown in "these Townships. 
It now remains with you to decide what shall be done ‘in the 
matter. } 


Hearing from the Clerk that a deputation was sent from the 
County of Victoria to obtain the passing an Act of Parliament 
to legalize the separation of the United Counties of Peterborough 
and Victoria, I wrote at once to the Hon. Sidney Smith, M. L. C., 
Col. Haultain, M. P. P.; and Thomas. White, jr., Esq., Quebec, 
asking them to look after the interests of this County by having 
provision made in the Act for the payment of the indebtedness 
of Victoria tothe County of Peterborough. I also caused copies 
of all the proceedings taken by the Council of the United Coun- 
ties in December last, on the subject of separation, and amount 
of indebtedness to be sent to each of the above named gentlemen. 
~ On the 12th inst., Mr. Sheridan received a letter from Col. Haul- 
tain, enclosing a clause prepared by: Mr, White ‘and himself, 
that he proposed to add to the Bill. After consulting with 
several gentleman I.sent a telegram to Quebec to let the Bill 
pass as amended. 


It will be \necessary for you at this time to pass a By-law 
appointing a Clerk and Treasurer, he having been previously 
appointed for the United Counties. 

ii 
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{ have been informed that the period for which the insurance 
was effected on the Court House and adjacent buildings has 
almost expired. It will devolve on you to direct what steps 
shall be taken to effect a renewal of the insurance. 


The Committee appointed by you at your last meeting to act 
‘with the Prison Inspector to make the required alterations in the 
new Jail, directed the Engineer to prepare another Plan in 
accordance with the recommendations of the County Property 
Committee. The Plan has been sent to Mr. Ferris; the 
Engineer’s report will be laid before you. 


The Registrar. has called my attention to some alterations that 
should be made in the new Registry Office before he will feel 
himself justified to occupy it. I judge from the manner he 
expressed himself to me on the subject, you will have no diffi- 
culty in complying with his suggestions. 


{ would also call your attention to the required changes in the 
present Assessment Law, and suggest the propriety of petitioning 
the Legislature, at its present session, in order if possible to-have 
some of the present provisions amended. The time fixed for the 
return of the Rolls is much too early for rural Municipalities, 
from the fact that Assessors cannot judge of the comparative - 
value of farms while the ground is covered with snow. A great 
difficulty is also experienced in arriving at the personal property, 
few Assessors being willing to look close into the subject; but 
the greatest difficulty is the equalization of the Assessment Rolls 
by this Council; as it now. stands it is almost impossible to 
arrive at a fair equalization. This in my opinion would be 
obviated if the County Council had the power to appoint an 
Assessor for the whole County, whose duty should be to make 
an assessment once in three or five years for County purposes ; 
leaving to the Township Municipalities the appointment of their 
own Assesoss for local purposes. 


There is also another matter of great interest to the people 
of this County, to which I beg to call your attention, namely, the 
agitation now going on respecting the construction of a Ship 
Canal, connecting the waters of Lakes Huron and Ontario, by 
the valley of the Ottawa or some other route. I would recom- 
mend that you bring the suitableness of the valley of the Trent 
for such purpose under the notice of Parliament. 
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The fence around the Burial Ground in the Town of Peter- 
borough is'in a bad state of repair; the corporation of the Town 
not being willing to assume the same, I would suggest that the 
Clerk of this Council have it repaired at once. 


The late Warden ordered the purchase of a Coat of Arms for 
the Court Room, Mr. R. Stevenson obtained the same, which, 
with a suitable frame, cost Twenty-three Dollars. I gave him 
an order on the Treasurer for that amount. 


I have much pleasure in being able to inform you that your 
Assets exceed the Liabilities about Five Hundred Dollars. 


Bearing in mind the extreme scarceness of money I would 
strongly recommend the Council to keep the expenses this year 
as low as possible.

THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON THE WARDEN’S 
ADDRESS BEG LEAVE TO REPORT : 


That they are of opinion that the importance and urgency of 
the business to be transacted at this period justify the Warden 
in calling the Council together in Special Session. 


They have examined the Crown Land Agent and the con- 
tractor for the Burleigh Roads, and such other evidence ag they 
could obtain, touching the feasibility of settling the Townships of 
Burleigh and Harvey ; and from the testimony given, they are of 
opinion that these Townships are very much better for agricul- 
tural purposes than has been represented, and but for the great 
doubt and difficulty which exist regarding the lot and eoncession 
lines, many emigrants might be induced to settle there. 


Your committee would therefore recommend that the Town- 
ships of Burleigh and Harvey be re-surveyed in all places where 
the old lines cannot be found, and that stone monuments be 
placed on the governing lines, and that an humble memorial be 
sent to Government to appoint John Reid and Theodore Clementi 
to make the re-survey in accordance with the above. 
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Your committee wish it to be plainly expressed in the memo- 
rial to Government, that the Council of this County do not intend 
themselves to be at the expense of ihe re-survey, but that the 
Government shall pay a part of the expense proportionate to the 
amount’of land they hold in these Townships, and that the other 
land-holders of said Townships pay .the balance, and that the 
land-holders in said Townships either Government or otherwise, 
pay their proportionate share of the expense. 


Touching the separation of the Counties of Peterborough and 
Victoria, your committee think that the thanks of this Council 
are due to the gentlemen who obtained the clauses to the separa- 
tion act, providing for the times and manner of repayment of the 
amount due by the County of Victoria to the County of Peterbo- 
rough. 


In compliance with the request of the Warden, your committee 
recommend that a By-Law be introduced appointing a Clerk and 
Treasurer for this County, and for taking proper securities for 
the faithful performance of the duties of “the said offices and in 
view of the less amount of labor to be performed since the separa- 
tion of the County of Victoria, that the salary for these offices ‘be 
reduced at the next session of this Council in Jane. 


With regard to the Insurance on the Court House and Jail 
which is now about to expire, your committee recommend that 
_it be continued in such safe and responsible offices as will insure 
on the most reasonable terms, and that our Clerk receive offers 
from such companies for the said purpose, and accept on the part 
of this Council the most advantageous proposals. 


Your committee are of opinion that all matters connected with 
the further improvement of the Registry Office can with safety 
be left to the decision of the county property committee. 


Your committee would also, reeommend that this Council 
communicate with the member of the County, Col. Haultain, 
setiing forth the advantages of the Trent Valley as the ‘“ locus” 
for a ship canal, as your committee think that route much more 
direct and less costly than the Georgian Bay and Toronto scheme. 


Your committee further recommend that the Clerk of this 
Council take immediate steps to have the fence round the Bury- 
ing Ground in the Town of Peterborough belonging to this Coun- 
ty repaired, and that he have charge over the same, and power 
to keep it in a proper state of sufficiency. 
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Your committee are happy to learn from the Treasurer that the 
assettsof this County this year exceed the liabilities by the sum 
of four hundred and forty-eight dollars, and would press on this 
Council the necessity of being as-economical as possible in 
future, to preserve a like prosperous state of affairs.

RESPECTFULLY SHEWETH : 


That your Memorialists have learned with deep regret that in 
consequence of reports of an injurious tendency with reference 
to the character of the district in rear of the settled Townships of 
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this County, as a field for agricultural development, it has been 
determined for the present to grant no further moneys towards 
the opening up and for promoting the settlement of that district. 


That they have been at some pains to ascertain from the 
evidence of parties well acquainted with the country in question 
the accuracy of those reports, and have been informed that so 
far from their being correct many of the newly surveyed Town- 
ships are superior, in point of agr.cultural capacity, to some of 
the older Townships of the County, and that all of them contain 
large proportions of well timbered and good arable land. 


That the testimony of surveyors who have been engaged on : 
surveys in those Townships is to the effect that at least between 
sixty and seventy per cent. of the entire block of Townships is 
well suited for settlement and for agricultural purposes. That 
in addition to this testimony, upon which your memorialists 
place great reliance, the rapid settlement of the Townships, 
whenever opened for settlement and means of ingress provided, 
by persons long resident in the County and well acquainted with 
the. character of soils, affords the strongest proof of the value of 
those lands,-as homes for the sons of the older settlers or for the 
newly arrived immigrant. 


That the stoppage of the surveys in these Townships, or of the 
leading roads recently under construction by the Government, 
would tend greatly to retard the settlement of the country, and 
would be felt by your memorialists to be a severe blow struck 
at the future prosperity of this County and the ddjoining County 
of Victoria. | | 


That the Townships would have been even more rapidly settled 
than they have been, and the lands made remunerative to the 
Government, had they been placed as soon as surveyed in the 
market for disposal at reasonable rates, on conditions of actual 
settlement. Your memorialists would also respectfully represent 
that the settlement of the Townships of Harvey and Burleigh has 
been greatly prevented owing to the uncertainty which exists 
regarding the Lot and Concession lines, the land marks of the 
old surveys having in a great measure been obliterated. | They 
therefore pray that your Excellency will be pleased to cause a 
re-survey of those Townships to be made, and to the expenses of 
that survey they are prepared to contribute in the proportion of 
the lands patented in the Townships ; and they would respectfully 
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recommend to be employed on this survey Messrs. John Reid and 
Theodore Clementi, Provincial Land Surveyors. They also 
respectfully pray that your Excellency will be pleased to re-con- 
sider your determinaton to stop the surveys and other works in 
these new Townships, if such determination has been arrived at, 
and to cause the Townships as they may be surveyed to be 
brought into market with as little delay as possible.
